DOMESTIC POSTAGE. 

First CLASS.— Letters and all written matter, whether 
sealed or unsealed, and all other matter sealed, nailed, 
sewed, tied, or fastened in any manner, so that it cannot be 
easily examined, two cents per ounce or fraction there¬ 
of. A “Special Delivery” ten-cent stamp, when attached 
to a letter in addition to the lawful postage, shall entitle 
the letter to immediate delivery at, or within one mile of, 
any post-office. Postal cards, one cent each; with paid reply, 
two cents each. 



SECOND Class.—A ll regular newspapers, magazines, and 
other periodicals issued at intervals not exceeding three 
months; the postage is one cent for each four ounces, 
payable by postage stamps. 

Third Class.—E mbraces printed books, pamphlets, 
circulars, engravings, lithographs, proof-sheets and manu¬ 
script accompanying the same, ana all matter of the same 
general character, and not having the character of personal 
correspondence. Circulars produced by hektogranh or 
similar process, or by electric pen, are rated as third class. 
The limit of weight for mail matter of the third class is four 
pounds, except In the case of single books exceeding that 
weight. The rate of postage on mail matter of the third class 
is one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

FOURTH CLASS.—All mailable matter, not included in 
the three preceding classes, which is so prepared for mailing 
as to be easily taken from the wrapper and examined. Rate, 
one cent per ounce or fraction thereof, except seeds, 
roots, cuttings, bulbs, plants, and scions, which are one 
cent per two ounces. Limit of weight, 4 lbs. Full pre¬ 
payment compulsory. Liquids, and other like injurious 
matter, not admitted, except under conditions which may be 
learned at any post-office. 

Direct your mail matter to a post-office, writing the name 
of the State plainly; and if to a city, add the street and 
number or post-office box of the person addressed. Matter 
not addressed to a post-office cannot be forwarded. Write 
or print your name and address, and the contents, if a pack¬ 
age, upon the upper left-hand corner of all mail matter. 
T^iis will insure its return if unpaid. If erroneously ad¬ 
dressed and paid letter rates, it will be returned free; and if 
mailed at other than letter rates, a notice will be sent inform¬ 
ing you of postage required for return. If a letter, it will be 
returned free. Register all valuable letters and packages. 
Registry fee, eight cents, which, with the postage, 
must be fully prepaid. 

Fees Charged for Money-Orders.— For Money- 
Orders in denominations of $100 or less, the following fees 
are charged: For orders for sums not exceeding $2.50, 3 
cents; $2.50 to $5, 5 cents; $5 to $10, 8 cents; $10 to $20, 
10 cents; $20 to $30, 12 cents ; $30 to $40, 15 cents ; $40 to 
$50, 18 cents ; $50 to $60, 20 cents; $60 to $75, 25 cents; $75 
to $100, 30 cents. 








































FOREIGN POSTAGE. 

To all Foreign Countries (except Canada and Mexico): 

On Letters, five cents for each half ounce or frac¬ 
tion thereof—prepayment optional. Double rates are col¬ 
lected on delivery of unpaid or short-paid letters. 

On newspapers, books, pamphlets, photographs, sheet 
music, maps, engravings, and similar printed matter, one 
cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. Limit, 
4 lbs. 6 ozs. 

TO CANADA (including Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
Manitoba, and Prince Edward Island): LETTERS, two 
cents for each ounce or fraction thereof; Books, Cir¬ 
culars, and similar printed matter, one cent for each two 
ounces or fraction thereof; SECOND CLASS MATTER 
same as in the United States; SAMPLES, one cent per 
two ounces ; Merchandise, one cent per ounce. 
Packages must not exceed 4 lbs. in weight — prepayment 
compulsory. No sealed packages other than letters in their 
usual and ordinary form may be sent by mail to Canada. 

TO Mexico : Letters, Postal Cards, and printed matter, 
same rates as in the United States. Samples, one cent 
per two ounces; Merchandise other than Samples 
can only be sent by Parcel Post. No sealed packages other 
than letters in their usual and ordinary form may be sent by 
mail to Mexico. 

To Philippines, Guam and Porto Rico, same rates 
as in the United States. 

Limits of Size and Weight: Packages of samples of 
merchandise to all countries must not exceed 12 ozs., nor 
measure more than 12 inches in length, 8 in breadth*and 4 
in depth ; and packages of printed matter must not exceed 
4 lbs.

PLACES OF INTEREST 
IN NEW YORK. 

American Museum of Natural History, between 
Eighth and Ninth Avenues, 77th and 81st Streets.—Open 
free every day except Monday and Tuesday, when there is 
an admission fee of 25 cents. Contains a fine collection of 
mounted birds, animals, fishes, insects, &c. 

BATTERY Park, at the southern end of the island.— Con¬ 
tains 21 acres, beautifully laid out. A wide promenade ex¬ 
tends along the sea wall, from which a fine view of the harbo r 
may be obtained. Named from the battery erected here by the 
Dutch settlers. The British army embarked here Nov. 25, 
1783,when evacuating NewYork at the close of the Revolution. 

BROOKLYN Bridge, connects the Borough of Manhattan 
with the Borough of Brooklyn.—Construction begun June 3, 
1870. Opened May 24, 1883. Total length, 5089 ft., width, 89 
ft.; heignt of towers,278 ft.;height of center above high water, 
135 ft.; cost, $15,000,00a Foot passengers free ; bridge car 
fare 3c., 2 tickets, 5c.; or from any part of Brooklyn Borough 
to Manhattan, direct, via Elevated or trolley cars, fare 5c. 

CASTLE Garden, Battery Park.—New York Aquarium. 
Formerly used for great public meetings and receptions. 
Admittance to the Aquarium is free ; hours from 10 A. M. to 
4 P. M.; open daily excepting on Mondays and Tuesdays. 

Central Park, between Fifth and Eighth Avenues, 
59th and noth Streets.— 2% miles long ana % mile wide. 
Contains 860 acres. It has twelve grand entrances, contains 28 
miles of walks, 10 miles of carriage roads, and 5 miles of bridle 
paths. More than 10,000,000 people visit the park annually. 

CITY Hall, City Hall Park.— Built of marble in 1803. 
The Governor’s room contains the portraits of all the 
Governors of New York State, the chair and desk at which 
Washington wrote his first message to Congress, and many 
other relics. 

Custom House, Wall street, Cor. of William.— A gran¬ 
ite edifice, the portico of which is supported by a number of 
columns 38 feet high, 4% feet in diameter, each cut from a 
single stone. All vessels arriving at and leaving this port 
must report to the Government officials here. 

gen. Grant’s tomb, in Riverside Park at 123d Street, 
overlooking the Hudson River. Erected by popular sub¬ 
scription at a cost of nearly $600,000 and dedicated April 27, 
1897, with imposing ceremonies. It can be reached Dy the 
Sixth Avenue Elevated road to 125th Street, thence by 
cable cars. 

High Bridge, Harlem River at 175th Street.— A stone 
structure conveying the water of the Croton aqueduct across 
the Harlem River, at a height of 100 feet; length, 1400 feet. 

Metropolitan Museum of Art, in Central Park, 
near Fifth Avenue and 82d Street.—Open free every day 
except Monday and Tuesday, when an admission fee of 
25 cents is charged. Contains a large and rich collection of 
some of the best examples of the old masters and modern 
painters, and a fine gallery of marble statuary. 




































PLACES OF INTEREST 
IN NEW YORK. 

Obelisk, in Central Park, near Metropolitan Museum, 
Fifth Avenue and 82d Street.—Erected in Egypt about 
3500 years ago. It is cut from one solid block ot granite, 70 
feet nigh and weighing 40,000 pounds. It is covered with 
hieroglyphics illustrating the deeds and titles of the King 
of Egypt at that time. Presented by the Khedive, Ismail 
Pasha, to the city of New York. Brought here by Lieut. 
Gorringe, U. S. N., in a vessel specially fitted up for the pur¬ 
pose. The entire cost of transportation and erecting was 
defrayed by the late William H. Vanderbilt. 

POST Office, Broadway and Park Row. —Costing 
$7,000,000. There are sixteen branch offices. 

Statue of Liberty, on Liberty (formerly Bedloe’s) 
Island. Modeled by the French sculptor Bartholdi, and pre¬ 
sented by France to the United States. The statue is of 
copper-bronze, i§i feet high ; mounted on a stone pedestal 
154 feet high, making the extreme height 305 feet. It may 
be reached by boat from the Barge Office at the Battery. 

Sub-Treasury, Wall Street, Cor. of Nassau.—Built of 
white granite on the site of old Federal Hall, where Wash¬ 
ington was inaugurated. The original building, erected in 
1700, was used for the City Hall. The first Congress under 
the National Constitution met here, March 4th, 1789, when 
the name was changed to Federal Hall. Afterwards used as 
the State Capitol, and then the present building was erected 
and used many years as the Custom House; now occupied 
for the storage of gold and silver coin, etc. The walls are 
five and six feet thick, and the roof is of solid stone four feet 
thick. It is guarded day and night by a force of twenty- 
five men. On the steps now stands a statue of Washington, 
the pedestal containing the very stone on which he stood 
when taking the oath, on April 30th, 1789. 

St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Fifth Avenue, 50th and 51st 
Streets.—The most imposing church edifice in the United 
States, costing over $2,000,000. It is 300 feet long, 140 feet 
wide, and 108 feet high. The twin spires on either side of 
the front gable rise to a height of 328 feet. The rich stained 
glass in its 70 windows was made in France and cost $100,000. 
The main altar, 40 feet high, is made of Italian marble inlaid 
with rare gems. The organ is one of the largest in the city. 
The Cathedral is open daily. 

ST. Paul’s Church, Broadway, Cor. Vesey Street.— 
Erected in 1764. A chapel of Trinity Church. Was attended 
by Washington, and his pew still remains, marked with his 
initials. 

Trinity Church, Broadway, head of Wall Street.—The 
richest parish in the United States, its annual income reach¬ 
ing $500,000. Was founded in 1697. The church was burned 
in 1776, rebuilt in 1788, and the present house was completed 
in 1846. It was designed by the famous American architect 
Upjohn, and required seven years to build. The steeple is 
284 feet high. 
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VALUABLE INFORMATION 
FOR BUSINESS MEN. 

DEMAND Notes are payable on presentation, without 
grace, and bear legal interest after a demand has been made, 
if not so written. An endorser on a demand note is holden 
only for a limited time, variable in different States. 

A Negotiable Note must be made payable either to 
bearer, or be properly endorsed by the person to whose 
order it is made. If the endorser wishes to avoid responsi¬ 
bility, he can endorse “ without recourse.” 

A JOINT Note is one signed by two or more persons, 
who can each become liable for the whole amount. 

No Grace is allowed in the majority of States on time 
notes after the time for payment expires. If not paid when 
due, the endorser, if any, should be legally notified to be 
holden. 

Notes Falling Due on Sunday, or on a legal holi¬ 
day, must be paid the day following as a rule. 

Altering A Note in any manner, by the holder,makes 
it void. 

Notes Given by Minors are void. 

THE MAKER OF A NOTE that is lost or stolen is not 
released from payment if the amount and consideration can 
be proven. 

Notes Obtained by Fraud, or given by intoxicated 
persons, cannot be collected. 

AN ENDORSER has a right of action against all whose 
names were previously on a note endorsed by him. 

A Bill of Exchange or Draft is an order drawn by 
one person or firm upon another, payable either at sight or 
at a stated future time. 

A note dated on Sunday is void. An endorser of a note 
is exempt from liability if not served with notice of its dis¬ 
honor within 24 hours of its non-payment. Notes bear inter¬ 
est only when so stated. Principals are responsible for 
agents. Each individual in partnership is responsible for 
the whole amount of the debts of the firm. Ignorance of the 
law excuses no one. It is a fraud to conceal a fraud. It is 
illegal to compound a felony. The law compels no one to do 
impossibilities. An agreement without a consideration is 
void. Signatures in lead pencil are good in law. A receipt 
for money is not legally conclusive. The acts of one 
bind all tne others. Contracts made on Sunday 
enforced. A contract with a minor is void. A contract made 
with a lunatic is void. Written contracts concerning land 
must be under seal. 

Deposits OF Money in a bank placed to the credit of de¬ 
positors are always subject to their check for full amount

MEASURES of Length.— Customary: 12 inches equal 1 
foot; 16% feet, 1 rod ; 40 rods, 1 furlong ; 8 furlongs, 1 statute 
mile ; 1 statute mile, 5280 feet or 1760 yards; 1 marine league, 
3 nautical miles; 1 fathom, 6 feet; 1 nautical mile equals 
6080.2 feet. Metric: 1000 millimetres equal 1 metre; 1000 
metres, 1 kilometre ; 1 metre eauals 39.37 inches. 

Surface or square Measure.— Customary: 144 
square inches equal ;i square foot; 9 square feet, 1 square 
yard; 30.25 square yards, 1 square rod; 40 square rods, 1 
square rood; 4 square roods, 1 acre; 640 acres, 1 square 
mile : 1 acre equals 208.7 feet square. Metric : 1 square metre 
equals 10.764 square feet; 100 square metres equal 1 are; 1 
hectare equals 100 ares, or 2.471 acres. 

Solid or Cubic Measure.— Customary : 1728 cubic 
inches equal 1 cubic foot; 27 cubic feet, 1 cubic yard; 40 
cubic feet of round timber, 1 ton ; 50 cubic feet of hewn tim¬ 
ber, 1 ton ; 128 cubic feet of wood (4 feet by 4 feet by 8 feet), 
1 cord; 24.75 cubic feet of stone, 1 perch—usually 16% 
feet by 1% feet by 1 foot, but varies greatly.

HELP IN CASE OF ACCIDENTS 

DROWNING— i. Loosen clothing, if any. 2. Empty 
lungs of water by laying body on its stomach, and lifting it 
by the middle so that the head hangs down. Jerk the body 
a few times. 3. Pull tongue forward, using handkerchief, or 
pin with string, if necessary. 4. Imitate motion of respira¬ 
tion by alternately compressing and expanding the lower 
ribs, about twenty times a minute. Alternately raising and 
lowering the arms from the sides up above the head will 
stimulate the action of the lungs. Let it be done gently 
but persistently. 5. Apply warmth and friction to ex¬ 
tremities. 6. By holding tongue forward, closing the nos¬ 
trils, and pressing the " Adam’s apple ” back (so as to close 
entrance to stomach), direct inflation may be tried. Take a 
deep breath and breathe it forcibly into the mouth of pa¬ 
tient, compress the chest to expel the air, and repeat the 
operation. 7. DON’T GIVE UP! People have been saved 
after HOURS of patient, vigorous effort. 8. When breathing 
begins, get patient into a warm bed, give WARM drinks, or 
spirits in teaspoonfuls, fresh air, and quiet. 

SUNSTROKE.—There are two important indications for 
treatment—reduction of temperature and the use of stimu¬ 
lants. The patient should first be removed to a cooler spot 
if possible, or at least where shade can be secured. The 
treatment should be begun at once. The clothing about the 
neck and body must be either loosened or removed. Cold 
is particularly indicated in cases where there is great heat 
of the body, and delirium and convulsive movements are 
present. This means of reducing the temperature may be 
applied in the shape of cracked ice about the head and spine, 
or the use of cola water. If the heat of the body is very 
great, it may be necessary to wrap the patient in sheets wet 
with cold water. If there is, besides the great heat, evidence 
of serious depression, stimulants must be used while the cold 
is being applied. 

BURNS and Scalds.— Cover with cooking soda, and lay 
wet cloths over it. Whites of eggs and olive oil. Olive oil or 
linseed oil, plain, or mixed with chalk or whiting. Sweet or 
olive oil aua lime-water. Shock, which is always present in 
severe burns, requires the administration of stimulants. Pain 
is more constant and intense in burns than in any other form 
of injury, and requires sedatives, which should be adminis¬ 
tered by the medical attendant. Later on the appearances 
of inflammation and other complications are to be carefully 
watched for. 

HEMORRHAGE.-'The usual treatment is rest in the re¬ 
cumbent position ; small pieces of ice should be freely swal¬ 
lowed, and the application of ice wrapped in a towel, or in an 
ice-bag, or snow, cold water, etc., over the stomach; hot 
applications may be applied to the extremities. 

FIRE IN A BUILDING.—Crawl on the floor. The clearest 
air is the lowest in the room. Cover head with woolen wrap, 
wet if possible. Cut holes for the eyes. Don't get excited.
